Accreditation

A resolution officially adopting 
the Accreditation Committee’s re- 
port on Monterey Peninsula Col- 
lege was passed Monday night at 
the Monterey School Board meet- 
ing. 

The resolution included a state- 
ment that “congratulations be ex- 
tended to the administrators and 
staff members of the college for 
this achievement.” 


The accreditation period will last 
through June 30, 1965, for a total 
of five years, the maximum pos- 
sible. This is the second five year 
accreditation MPC has received. 


An accreditation team of six 
from the Western College Associa- 
tion visited the campus for three 
days last February. A total of 
thirty seven recommendations were 
made to the Administration by the 
team. None were major recom- 
mendations and all of them have 
since either been enacted or are 
under serious consideration. 


The two outstanding needs of 
MPC as outlined by the team are: 
(1) “An early resolution of the 
problem relative to the formation 
of a Junior College District,” and, 

(2) “The necessity for vigorous 
and early development of the pro- 
posed Master Building program in 
order that the training of students 
may be carried on with facilities 
and equipment of collegiate level.” 

The first ‘‘need” is being acted 
upon. On the second, a Master 
Building Program has been de- 
veloped and presented to the 
Board. Completion of new facilities 
is limited only by availability of 
funds. 

Many commendations on the 
curriculum and guidance programs 
of MPC were made by the team. 
In summing up their accreditation 
report, the team said that “Mon- 
terey Peninsula College has made 
tremendous progress since 1947 
and despite an assortment of 
“rowing pains” it has demonstrat- 
ed its right to be recognized as an 
institution which is amply fulfilling 
its responsibility as a true com- 
munity college.” 

The committee commended the 
college for “the rapport between 
students and faculty which is con- 
ducive to learning” and added that 
“there is high faculty and student 
morale, which is indicative of ef- 
fective and fair administrative prac- 
tices.” 

A favorable comment also came 
“for the development of a broad 
range of student activities, operated 
by the student under tactful and 
democratic sup.rvision, thus bring- 
ing about a pleasant, satisfactory 
experience on the part of students.”

Board Sets Date 
For Vote on MPC 


March 1, 1960 has been set as the 
day on which Monterey voters will 
decide on formation of a separate 
junior college district for MPC. 

The date was approved in a reso- 
lution by the Montery Union 
High School District board Mon- 
day night. On the citizen’s com- 
mitte which will campaign for ap- 
proval of the separate junior col- 
lege district are: Richard Brown, 
Robert Littlefield, Rosemary Glas- 
ser, Rev. W. Richard Huser and 
David Walton. 

Two other issues will be on the 
same ballot. One a $4,250,000 bond 
program providing for a second 
Monterey High School and addi- 
tional junior high schools, and a 
second providing for application 
for $8,500,000 in state aid when the 
school district qualifies for such 
aid. 

The school boards in both Car- 
mel and Pacific Grove have agreed 
to call elections to annex to the 
Monterey Peninsula College dis- 
trict, once it has been formed by 
Monterey voters.

Against Hartnell 


Victory For MPC 
May Mean Trip 
To Potato Bow!

Monterey Peninsula College Lo- 
bos will be seeking league win 
number five, and a share of the 
Coast (JC) Conference crown to- 
morrow night when they tackle 
their arch-rivals, the Hartnell 
Panthers. 

Kick-off time for the twelfth an- 
nual “Big Game” is set for 8:00 
p.m. at the MPC Stadium. 


Physical Shape 

The Wolfpack will be at their 
physical. best for the first time 
this season tomorrow night. Wade 
Selman, bothered by injuries all 
year, has taken over the left tackle 
spot he held down last season. 
Mike Mosolf showed in the Menlo 
game that his shoulder was in 
good condition and that he'll be 
available for full-time duty 
against the Panthers. 


Leading the Maroon and White 
against the Salinas JC will be 
former Pacific Grove High School 
star Eddie Esteban. Ed, who play- 
ed for MPC during 1957 before 
joining the Army, has scored 13 
touchdowns (believed to be a 
school record) and amassed over 
500 yards rushing this season. The 
195 pound fullback scored 3 T.D’s 
against Menlo, to go along with 
Larry Guilford’s 20 counters. The 
6 foot 5 Guilford scored 3 touch- 
down: one a 32 yard scamper on 
fourth down fake punt, another on 
a 44 yard pass interception, and the 
other came as he took a 34 yard 
pass from Lee Roy Gutierrez. He 
also caught a Mosolf pass for a 
two-point conversion. 


Lobos Romp 

Also scoring for the point happy 
Wolves were Steve Bailey on a 
1 yard run, Mosolf scored on a 22 
yard “keeper” play and Benny 
Enea caught a 13 yard touchdown 
pass. Halfback Dennis Jackson 
although he didn’t score, was the 
days leading rusher, followed by 
Esteban. Coach George Porter’s 
charges gained a total of 430 yards 
rushing and passing, while holding 
the defenseless Oaks to 44 yards 
rushing and 193 yards passing. 
Coach Porter praised all of his 
players, especially Guilford. 

Showing the Lobo line the way 
against the always tough Panther 
forward wall will be All-American 
guard Willie Redmond. Always at 
his best when the going is the 
roughest, Willie didn’t have much

Wealth Spread 
In US Unfair, 
Says Shields 


The rich are growing richer and 
the poor are growing poorer. Dr. 
Currin Shields, UCLA associate 
professor of political science, holds 
that political economic control is 
distributing America’s wealth un- 
fairly. 

Dr. Shields gave the second of 
his three lectures in “Critique I” 
last Friday night in the Student 
Union. Tonight he will speak in 
Colton School’s utility room at 
8:00 p.m. on the problems of lead- 
ership and control in this economy. 

Shields maintains that tax fa- 
vors, goverment sponsored expan- 
sion programs and government 
grants for the big, already rich cor- 
porations are unfair economic prac- 
tices. 

The minority rich gain political 
favors with money, said Shields. 
Economic campaigns, lobby 
groups, institutional advertising 
and propaganda are sponsored by 
the wealthy few so that they may 
become richer. “They know well 
the art of influencing the masses to 
favor the minority,” he said. 

“The nation is getting richer, 
but the majority is getting poorer. 
Pensioners, the unemployed, wel- 
fare cases, and inadequate health 
and education services are on the 
increase beacuse of wealth concen- 
tration,” he said.

Soc 2 to See 
San Quentin 


Dr. Louis Baisam will make his 
seventh visit with a Sociology 2 
class to famous San Quentin prison 
Wednesday, December 2. The trip 
will include a stop at San Francis- 
co’s Chinatown for a brief study of 
Chinese culture and food. 

The class will leave the Student 
Union by bus shortly after noon, 
journeying first to Chinatown. A 
walk down Grant avenue, during 
which students will be making 
comparisons of American and 
Chinese culture, will be topped off 
by a Chinese meal. 

The prison visit will start at 7 
in the evening, and will include cell 
blocks, the death house, work 
shops, classrooms, libraries, all 
shown with running commentary 
by San Quentin officials. 

Following the tour, the students 
will hear a lecture on “How San 
Quentin is Run” by the assistant 
warden. The students, numbering 
between 50 and 60, will return to 
the MPC campus late that night. 

Dr. Balsam believes such a prac- 
tical field trip “helps make the stu- 
dents thinking realistic—it balanc- 
es class room theory.” One purpose 
of the Sociology 2 course is to 
make students think for themselves 
about social problems. 

After taking six classes to San 
Quentin, Dr. Balsam says two 
questions are most often asked on 
the return home. First, “is there a 
better way to treat criminals?” And 
second, “does imprisonment really 
cure a criminal?”

Wolf’s talk will be illustrated 
with recorded poetry readings by 
Dylan Thomas, Wallace Stevens, 
and T. S. Eliot.

The play slams intelligent yet 
emotional rejection of superficial 
social ethics in the face of its aud- 
ience. 


It shows one man tired of hu- 
manity’s unthinking acceptance of 
what morality is. He is tired of an 
emotionless, other - directed life. 
Empty, goalless minds surround 
him, and he searches for a cause 
that will either kill him or satisfy 
his need for individual, yet socially 
recognized, great accomplishment. 


He desperately tries to instill the 
same néed in his wife and does not 
cease plaguing her with verbal tor- 
ment until she takes his values as 
her own. Anger, perpetual and acid, 
is his eternal weapon.

Architect Starts Work 
On MPC ‘Master Plan’ 


The Monterey Union High 
School board has authorized an 
architect to start work on plans 
for a $440,000 building program at 
MPC. 


A $250,000 “Creative Arts Cen- 
ter” will be the key item in the 
“master plan” building-and-con- 
version program to be designed by 
architect Wallace Holm. 
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The district trustees acted to 
launch work on the “master plan” 
after a lengthy discussion during 
which President Frederick R. Hu- 
ber explained the details. The 
building program would be com- 
pleted during 1960-61. 

The Creative Arts Center, which 
would be built near the present 
Engineering Building, would house 
facilities for both music and art 
instruction. In addition to the 
$250,000 for construction of the 
Center, the plan calls for $10,000 
in equipment, and $5,000 for land- 
scaping. 

Music and art rooms now in use 
in various campus buildings would 
be converted to technical training 
and science facilities. 

Expansion in the Physical Edu- 
cation department would include a 
swimming pool, additional locker 
rooms, and new classrooms for 
teaching physical education, at a 
total cost of $150,000. 

A child study and nursery cen- 
ter would be added as a wing to the 
present Home Economics building, 
at a cost of about $15,000.

Want to learn to fly? John 
Guthrie, instructor of the new 
course, “Introduction to Aviation,” 
reports that his class has already 
produced a few who have soloed. 

Since the day school has no or- 
ganized flying course, many day 
students have enrolled in this 
Thursday evening class which is 
affiliated with the M.P.C. Flying 
Club, a day campus organization. 

“Introduction to Aviation” pro- 
vides ground school information 
for those qualifying for a private 
pilot’s license—navigation, meteor- 
ology, theory of flight, aeronautics 
regulations. It has more than 40 
students currently. 

Members of the community 
committee aiding in preparing the 
flying curriculum are County Su- 
pervisor Tom Hudson; airport di- 
rector George Clemens; Jim Deu- 
tsch, vice-president of Del Monte 
Aviation Co.; Ed Maher, manager, 
Independent Airlines, Fort Ord; 
Jim Plummer, merchant, and Leo 
Yuckert,; F.A.A., Monterey Con- 
trol Tower. 
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A course in Chinese Mandarin is 
now offered for the first time at 
M.P.C. This course ought to in- 
terest those who want to know 
something about Chinese culture; 
who want to decipher the calli- 
praphy. on Seals, bronzes, paint- 
ings; who want to know what six 
hundred million people are saying. 

M.P.C. has chosen an outstand- 
ing instructor, Dr. C. P. Lee, for-
